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LETTER FROM MEXICAN BORDER

Following is a letter from Russell
Justice to his parents Mr and Mrs
R M Justice of Hickory Mr Justice
now on tho IMexIcan border serving
with the First Ohio Cavalry graduat¬

ed from the Normal college some
years ago and is well known In Can
field and vicinity

El Paso Teas Sept 20 1916
Wo are now encamped about five or

six miles from El Paso Texas We
are located near Fort Bliss tho larg ¬

est military post in the United States
There are about sixty five thousand
soldiers here now I do not know how
long we are going to be kept here
probably about two months We cer-
tainly

had a fine tlmo coming down Wo
rode in Pullman coaches and we cer¬

tainly had a nice trip We got off
onco a day for exercise We passed
through all tho big cities after dark
so did not get to seo what they were
like The cities of any size wero Cin-
cinnati

St Louis and Kansas City
After we got into tho western part of
Kansas there wero no trees to be seen
except occasionally around some ranch
house After wo left Kansas City we
got off tho train and went in swim ¬

ming Wo left Columbus on Friday
evening and got hero Wednesday
morning thus making tho trip in Ave

For tho first five days it rained ev ¬

ery day but it was nothing more than
a sprinkle Since then wo have had
no rain Everything hero is sand
sand nothing but sand Our camp is
about threo miles from tho Franklin
mountains Sunday before last Brown
lee and I climbed up to tho highest
peak It took us about two hours and
a half There aro no trees here Just
a fowmesqult bushes and cacti We
ctfn seo for about a hundred miles
Lookinc to tho south we see mount
ains fifty miles away and it only looks
to bo about 6 or 7 miles Tho Frank ¬

lin mountains look to be only a mile
away Instead of three I do not not
ico tho heat much It is bo dry that it
is not noticed Thero Is a nlco breeze
going all tho time

Wo have our horses now and we
aro all satisfied I havo a nlco little
roan cow punchers pony that certain¬

ly is a peach Ho can go like tho
wind Thero isnt another pony In tho
outfit that can pass him and ho Is as
quiet as a lamb Ho will follow mo
anywhere Ono of theso days I will
got a picture of him and send It home

Wo tako a four milo rldo out Into
tho desert every day This morning
we saw somo fino scones Tho only
animals wo havo around hero aro liz ¬

ards horned toads and cotton tails
It gets drfrk quick hero on account
of tho mountains which rise from
the surrounding country some 2000
feet

work I again find tlmo to continue this
